A FIRST-TIME landlady whose 
flat was wrecked by tenants has 
spoken out about the dangers of 
letting property 

Ruined carpets, broken furniture, unwashed 
dishes and a smashed front-door were left 
behind after Carolyn Lorimer finally managed 
to evict the problem couple, who stayed at her 
two-storey apartment in East Cliff Gardens, 
Folkestone. 

Now she is facing repair bills totalling thou¬ 
sands of pounds and is unable to sell the flat 
due to the economic slump. 

Former estate agent Miss Lorimer says she 
feels helpless and is warning that the same 
people could wreck someone else’s home. 

She said: “I can’t sell it in this state. I’m real¬ 
ly stuck and have no recourse. I could take 
them to the small claims court, but how long it 
would take to get my money is anybody’s 
guess. 

“I’m petrified that more tenants might do 
the same. These were the first people I’d rent¬ 
ed it to. I’m a first-time landlady trying to do 
what’s right, but at every stage it has back¬ 
fired on me.” 

Police and council officers were called out 
more than ten times during the couple’s eight- 
month stay. On one occasion neighbours com¬ 
plained of music playing so loudly that the 
walls vibrated. The couple’s hi-fi equipment 
was seized. 

Neighbours complained of parties and possi¬ 
ble drug-taking and that a tattoo parlour was 
being run in the second bedroom. There were

New jobs at Saga 
building as owner 
relocates insurer

UP to 220 jobs could be cre¬ 
ated at Saga’s Cheriton 
Parc building after its par¬ 
ent company decided to 
close offices in Suffolk and 
relocate to the district. 

Under the proposals, workers at 
Direct Choice in Claydon and 
Newmarket in Suffolk will have to 
decide whether they want to make 
the 125-mile move to the area or 
accept voluntaiy redundancy. 

Expansion 

The relocation is being driven by the 
business’s rapid expansion and making 
use of the spare capacity of Saga’s new 
building, with the expectation that not 
eveiyone will want to uproot and leave 
for Kent. Recruitment notices for new 
staff in Shepway are expected to be 
advertised from next week. 

Acromas Holdings, which owns 
both Saga and Direct Choice, said it 
would be “delighted” if the full com¬ 
plement of staff were able to move 
down but accepts that local workers 
could be hired in the event that not 


everyone decides to go. Paul Green, a 
spokesman for Acromas, said: 
“Clearly people have their own indi¬ 
vidual circumstances - it’s about a 
two-and-a-half hour drive, so it would 
not be easy to commute. 

“We are preparing a package of 
relocation for staff and laying on 
transport for them to see what the 
area is like.” 

He said there was a number of rea¬ 
sons for the move, not least because 
the business had outgrown its cur¬ 
rent offices, one of which is a cramped 
listed building and the other located 
on an industrial estate. 

Mr Green said: “It would bring with 
it improved management, reduced 
building costs, a far better IT infra¬ 
structure and lower costs overall. It 
would also be a far better and more 
modem working environment.” 

About 80 per cent of those affected 
are call centre staff, while the 
remaining 20 per cent are in manage¬ 
ment. Under the plans, those from 
Direct Choice will work alongside 
Saga employees. 

The former Eurotunnel building 
had a complete refurbishment after 
Saga bought it in November last year. 
It can house 400 people but is cur¬ 
rently only at half-capacity.

“I gave him until the end of the 
month and it was the last time they 
paid anything.

20s, deserted the flat last week after 
being served with an eviction notice, 
owing £1,350 in unpaid rent. 

A £670 bill for gas and electricity 
and mobile phone bills totalling hun¬ 
dreds of pounds have also been left, 
along with letters from debt-collection 
agencies and loan companies. 

Miss Lorimer said: “Once you let 
someone in, that’s it, you’re stuck. I 
kept my trust in them and I conscien¬ 
tiously decided Young couple, give 
them a chance’. 

“They’d never lived away from their 
parents before, as far as I know. 

“They left a list of letting agents 
behind, so it looks as though they are 
about to do to someone else what they 
did to me.”

Cliff lift repairs 'could 
cost taxpayers filin' 


THE cost to the taxpayer of contin¬ 
uing to maintain The Leas cliff lift 
service could be as much as 
£1 million, according to Shepway 
council. 

The figure comes from a basic assessment 
for Lottery funding which was not submitted 
because it was believed it would not be suc¬ 
cessful. 

The revelation comes as the 125-year-old lift 
faces the threat of closure after the council 
decided to terminate the lease. 

The Victorian water-balance lift will stay 
open for at least the duration of the Easter 
holidays, until the next Cabinet meeting on 
Wednesday, April 15. 

Shepway council leader Robert Bliss said 
there were some “very onerous clauses” in the 
original agreement negotiated with the 
Radnor Estate, which owns the lift, leaving the 
council facing a heavy liability in future. 

He said: “These clauses could end up costing 
us very large sums of money to repair someone 
else’s assets. 

“The ending of the lease is not being done 
simply for cash and we are not making any¬ 
body redundant - it’s being done for other 
financial reasons. 

‘We do want to keep the lift running, but to 
sign another ten-year lease on the same 
repairing terms could mean having to replace 
the tracks. It’s an ageing asset, but we are

open to negotiation to keep it running - as 
long as we are not tied to a lease which has 
onerous repair obligations.” 

He said the council was open to the sugges¬ 
tion of managing the attraction in partnership 
with a voluntary group or charity, if the coun¬ 
cil was able to avoid liability. 

Staff working at the lift would be redeployed 
within the council if it closed altogether. 

Cllr Bliss also said the corporate scrutiny 
committee’s move to refer the decision back to 
Cabinet was based on the operation side, 
rather than on the terms of the lease. 

The Cabinet will consider the committee’s 
request to immediately halt operation of the 
lift. 

About 150 protestors campaigning against 
the possible closure of the lift gathered on The 
Leas following the Cabinet’s decision last 
month and a Facebook group set up in support 
of the cause has more than 2,000 members. 

Meanwhile, it was revealed that one of the 
original Leas lift carriages, which has had a 
£25,000 restoration, is to occupy a permanent 
place on the seafront at the Lower Leas 
Coastal Park. 

The 1890 Leas Lift Carriage Restoration 
Appeal, run by Robert Mouland and Jack Gill, 
had been raising funds since October 2006 for 
the four-tonne wooden carriage to be a central 
feature of Folkestone’s rejuvenation.

Government and Eurotunnel join 
forces to improve border control 


COMBATTING illegal immigrants 
and improving border controls were 
at the heart of a new deal struck 
between the Government and 
Eurotunnel last week. 

Borders and Iimmigration minister Phil 
Woolas was at the Cheriton terminal on 
Wednesday to sign a Service Level Agreement 
with Jacques Gounon, chairman and chief exec¬ 
utive of the Channel Tunnel operator. 

New information and controls will now be put 
in place to boost security and speed up passen¬ 
ger traffic, amid the prospect of greater num¬ 
bers of refugees attempting to cross over and 
enter the country illegally. 

French authorities recently confirmed plans 
to build several shelters for migrants dubbed 
‘mini Sangattes’ to help cope with the growing 
numbers of people gathering there.

Mr Woolas said at the signing: “The border 
crossing between France and Kent is one of the 
toughest in the world. 

“We use the latest technology to screen high- 
risk individuals and goods while facilitating 
lawful trade and travel which benefits the UK.” 

Mr Gounon said: “Reducing the time spent 
with frontier controls whilst ensuring the secu¬ 
rity of our customers and our infrastructure is 
vital element of our service”. 

The French immigration minister, Eric 
Besson, recently confirmed in an interview 
with a French magazine that there were plans 
to set up “light structures” around Calais. 

This is a U-turn on the previous policy which 
ruled out another camp at Sangatte, which 
closed in 2002 after it was criticised for attract¬ 


ing thousands of migrants and acting as an 
organisation point for people traffickers. 

The UK Border Agency and Eurotunnel 
already uses a range of specialist equipment to 
catch out those attempting to get across, includ¬ 
ing machines which can detect heartbeats and 
carbon dioxide breathed out by stowaways. 
Teams of sniffer dogs are also deployed. 

About 150 specialists are currently employed 
to keep a close watch on security at 
Eurotunnel’s French terminal at Coquelles. 

Surveillance technology tracks down and 
spots potential intruders looking to reach the 
UK and, once they are caught, are handed over 
to the French authorities before they can trav¬ 
el through the tunnel. 

An estimated 40 per cent of migrants attempt 
to reach Kent through the tunnel and figures 
for last year show there were more than 28,000 
attempts to cross the Channel illegally. 
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High-speed rail to send house 
prices soaring, claims report 


HOUSE prices in the district could 
surge by more than £5,000 thanks 
to faster train services starting 
later this year, it is claimed. 

A report carried out into the impact of new 
journey times of about an hour from Folkestone 
into central London show the potential wider 
impact of High Speed 1, in defiance of the eco¬ 
nomic slump. 

The total value of Shepway’s housing could 
increase between £28 million and £47m on 
average, or between £100 and £5,100 per prop¬ 
erty, according to the study by transport con¬ 
sultants Colin Buchanan and Volterra. 

The number of people commuting into 
London by rail is also expected to jump, from 
270 people in 2001 to 470, due to the new route. 

The report said the travel time savings were 
“significant”, with Folkestone among the

towns gaining the greatest benefit: “It is rea¬ 
sonable to expect that such large time savings 
of 30-50 minutes may impact significantly on 
commuters’ behaviour. 

“It is our hypothesis that reduced journey 
times into London will accelerate the regenera¬ 
tion, development potential and values in this 
area of the South East. 

“The prospect of higher house prices is more 
likely to encourage developers to invest in these 
areas and provide additional housing and 
employment capacity, thus supporting the 
potential to achieve the development targets 
set in the region.” 

Other indicators show that of those new com¬ 
muters to the capital, the greatest number will 
be highly-skilled workers, bringing more pros¬ 
perity to the district. 


Caroline Chambers, manager of Channel 
Chamber of Commerce, said: “Not only will this 
give a welcome boost to house prices in this dif¬ 
ficult time, but it will enable local people to 
travel more quickly for better-paying jobs. 

“The many and varied tourist attractions in 
Shepway are now 40 minutes closer to London, 
which is a boon for UK and international visitors.” 

David Joy, development director of London 
and Continental Railways, which built and 
operates the line, said: 

“HS1 will change the geography of Kent. This 
report gives us a sense of the shift in economic 
activity that will happen because of the infra¬ 
structure.” 

An estimated journey time of 63 minutes was 
given when compiling the report, slashing more 
than half an hour from the current figure. 

However, the latest trials suggest this could 
be as short as 52 minutes from Folkestone 
Central when the service begins in December.

Body discovered in Channel Tunnel 


A BODY has been found in the Channel 
Tunnel about five miles from the French 
coast. 

Police and ambulance services from France 
attended the scene after the discoveiy at 
2.40am local time on Sunday and an investi¬ 
gation into the cause of death is being held. 

A maintenance technician came across the 
body while the Tunnel was closed. 

A full inspection was then carried out at 6am 
before the Tunnel reopened for business as 
usual at 7am, with a normal service running. 

A Eurotunnel spokesman said the company 


spent six million euros a year on transport 
security, including employing 150 staff at the 
French terminal in Coquelles. 

He said: “Our job as a transport operator is 
to ensure paying customers get from one side 
to the other, but protecting frontiers is really 
the job of the two states [Britain and 
France].” 

Last week the Government’s borders and 
immigration minister Phil Woolas signed an 
agreement with Eurotunnel chief Jacques 
Gounon to help find new ways to combat ille¬ 
gal immigration and introduce extra controls.

'Bankers who sparked 
crisis deserve prison" 


LEADING journalist and broad¬ 
caster Andrew Neil has lashed out 
at a business conference at the 
banks that sparked the economic 
crisis. 

He told delegates at the Kent 2020 Vision 
business exhibition that he would like to see 
some bankers go jail - but that would proba¬ 
bly happen in the US rather than here. 

Mr Neil, a former Sunday Times editor who 
is now chief of Press Holdings and owner of 
The Spectator, said the problem was not lack 
of banking regulation but failure to implement 
existing rules. 

He said: “I do think everyone was complicit 
in this. The banks are clearly the number one 
villain, but everyone looked the other way. 

“I don’t think the banks should be regulated 
to hell, but I would like to see some of them 
suffer,” he said.

“I would like to see the handcuffs on some of 
the bankers because I think they have broken 
the law and I do think they deserve to go to 
jail. 

“I think that will happen in America, 
although I would hope to think in this country 
as well - but I do look forward to it happening 
in the US.” 

Kent County Council leader Paul Carter told 
the conference that plans would be unveiled 
this year aimed at boosting the number of 
youngsters taking up apprenticeships in Kent. 

The proposals should increase the number of 
apprentices from about 2,000 to 8,000 within a 
few years.

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Mulberry Tree's deep local roots 

FLIPPING over a menu in a 
restaurant today is rarely an eye¬ 
opening experience. 

Maybe it will have the desserts ... or per¬ 
haps simply a heavy hint to leave a tip if you 
believe the service has been up to scratch. 

Some, simply a splodge of someone else’s 
leftovers. Yet for one restaurant in a pretty 
village just outside Maidstone, it has turned 
it into an opportunity to underline its 
Kentish credentials. 

Because at the award-winning Mulberry 
Tree in Boughton Monchelsea, owners list 
the suppliers of all the main ingredients. 

It is a transparency which has proved a 
big hit for the restaurant and played a role 
in it scooping the prestigious restaurant of 
the year title in the Taste of Kent awards at 
Leeds Castle in February. 

The Produced in Kent-backed awards 
reward those who support local suppliers 
and producers. Putting the source of the food 
in the diners’ face proved a shrewd move. 

Karen Williams, the owner of the Mulberry 
Tree, said: “It works in two ways. It’s great 
advertising for them, but it keeps them on 
their toes, too. For example - and not that it’s 
ever happened - but if someone is eating a 
piece of meat they don’t think comes up to 
scratch, the supplier’s name is on the menu 
so they are named and shamed. 

“It’s quite an unusual thing to do and we 
get an awful lot of comments about it.” 

Today, nearly two years in, it has bucked 
the trend as its revenues increase in what is 
traditionally one of the slowest periods of the 
year. And with both her mother and daugh¬ 
ter involved in the day-to-day running, it is 
very much a personal, family-run business. 

Yet it is the food which puts this hidden 
treasure in the spotlight. 

In a perfect fit with our campaign of urging 
our readers to demand locally produced and 
sourced food and drink - spearheaded by our 
www.foodforkent.co.uk website - it is a 
vision embraced wholeheartedly by the 
Mulberry Tree. And it takes a need to ‘go

local’ very seriously. All its meat comes from 
nearby Cranbrook - the beef from the Angley 
School farm and the venison from 
Staplehurst. Wild mushrooms are foraged 
locally by an expert and the fish is chosen 
fresh from the catch of the day by crews in 
Hythe. Even the flour for the freshly-made 
and baked bread is local. It has even secured

It's time we raised the flag in 
celebration of our own culture 


THIS year’s onslaught of green, 
black and white on our streets to 
mark St Patrick’s Day is now 
almost a month behind us. 

It is always a great occasion, usually accom¬ 
panied by a few hangovers, but generally also 
an air of bonhomie and goodwill - and a wel¬ 
come slice of extra business for struggling 
pubs and clubs in difficult trading conditions. 

This makes me look forward, in anticipation, 
to England’s National Day, St George’s Day, 
which takes place on April 23, just a few short 
weeks away April 23rd, I will say it again, 
because in recent surveys, many, particularly 
children, could not tell interviewers the date, 
though most knew the story of the dragon. 

Even fewer, I suspect, could tell you much 
about the real St George, his exploits and 
career - which meant he spent none of his life 
here, is the patron saint of at least two other 
countries and was originally of Darian origin. 

The devolution of power across the UK, with 


stronger regional voices for Scotland and 
Wales, has seen a resurgence of interest in 
English nationalism, shorn, as we are, of the 
extra level of representation given over to our 
nearest neighbours. 

Celtic and Welsh nationalism is encouraged, 
but for the English, apparently, a muted voice 
is all that is required. 

We are constantly urged to respect the cul¬ 
tures of others, not frown or tut upon the prac¬ 
tice of religions from far shores, which demand 
their cultural rights on our streets and in our 
public services. 

But if you are English, and wish to promote 
Christian prayer, you are investigated for 
upsetting cultural sensitivities. And, of course, 
if you fly the cross of St George, you are 
labelled a racist... for celebrating the life and 
work of a Cappadocian (Turk)! 

So I offer you a challenge. Find a way to cel¬ 
ebrate St George’s Day that does only good. 

Have a meal where all the ingredients are 
produced in England, for example. Buy them 
locally, at the nearest farmers market, or your 


high-street butcher or greengrocer, keeping the 
money in your local economy. 

Demand the card shops stock St George’s 
greetings cards; stand and cheer your local 
Scout troops on their St George’s Day parade; 
wear red and white for the day; find a typical¬ 
ly gentle English way of reminding all that we 
are proud of our heritage and our country. 

Because it is only when we, the silent major¬ 
ity, do not stand up and make our voices and 
views known that others can take advantage 
of our peace and turn a day of national cele¬ 
bration into something less palatable. 

Some eight years ago I decided to celebrate 
St George’s Day with English food and drink, 
with the same small group of friends each 
year. With every passing year it has become 
more acceptable, enjoyable and common to 
hear of these celebrations taking place in typ¬ 
ically English understated style and form. 

It’s time to bring this joy out of the closet and 
into the open. This April 23rd, cry God for 
Harry, England and St George, if only in the 
privacy of your own front room.

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Credit crunch unplugs Red List Live festival 


THIS global recession has to be 
stopped. 

First it brings the world’s banks to their 
knees, and then it goes after the housing mar¬ 
ket and sends unemployment levels rocketing. 

And now the all-consuming credit crunch 
has hit Kent’s music festivals, with Red List 
Live postponing this summer’s inaugural 
event until 2010. Something needs to be done. 

Red List announced the postponement on 
Wednesday April 1 - prompting festival fans 
to dismiss the news as some sort of April Fool’s

publicity stunt. But a spokesman soon said: 
“We are deeply saddened to announce that 
Red List has taken the tough decision to post¬ 
pone our first festival until 2010. 

“This is due to a number of factors, including 
the high risk of holding an event in the current 
economic climate, and the impact of increased 
capacity at established local festivals such as 
The Hop Farm. 

“We took the decision at this early stage, 


before final acts were booked, full promotion 
began, and site work undertaken in order to 
protect Red List Live’s ability to host live 
events in the future. 

“Red List Live still plans to hold a series of 
smaller events this summer, with some of the 
bands already booked, before returning as a 
festival next year as part of our five-year plan. 

“All ticket holders have been fully refunded, 
and as a thank you for their support will be 
invited, free of charge to one of our upcoming 
events.” 

Fellow Kent music festival organisers said 



they were shocked by Red List’s postponement 
but said the market had become saturated in 
recent years. 

Lounge on the Farm’s Matt Gough said: “It’s 
definitely a more competitive market than it 
was when we started in 2006. Outdoor events 
seem to be something of a fashion. But it’s 
healthy competition. Making sure what you do 
is unique, interesting and fun will see you good.” 

Sellindge Music Festival’s Ben Wells added: 
“The festival market has become increasingly 
competitive over the last few years not only in 
Kent, but throughout the country. 

“This fact alone makes the task of selling 
tickets more and more difficult. Put that 
saturated level of public choice into the con¬ 
text of a global recession and there’s no 
wonder many events are struggling.” 

Both festivals played down the effect Red 
List’s cancellation will have on their ticket 
sales but said they were looking forward to 
the summer. 

LOTF’s Matt Gough said: “Ultimately 
what’s happened with Red List Live is a 
shame as it can have a bit of a negative effect 
on the Kent festival scene - it certainly does¬ 
n’t fill people with confidence. But I think 
there’s an excellent offering of live music in 
the county this summer and I’m sure we’re 
all in for a very enjoyable time.”

What is it like to be in a modem swing and 
dance orchestra?

Town's pirate days 
deserved a mention 

I found the article about the 
offshore pirate radio days of the 
1960s interesting. 

It was clearly from a press 
release supporting the 
newly-released film The Boat 
That Rocked, a comedy based 
loosely on Radio Caroline. 

The article ignored the 
significant part that Folkestone 
played in the offshore pirate 
radio era of the 1960s. 

Several pirates were based on 
the old Thames estuary forts - 
one of these stations had its 
registered office in Oxford 
Terrace, Folkestone, (now 
demolished) and later at Queen’s 
House Guildhall Street, now 
used by the county council. 
Folkestone fishing boat skipper 
Harry Fetherbee, also known as 
Tom Pepper, was killed along 
with disc jockey Barry Hoy and 
radio engineer Martin Shaw 
when his boat, David, sank in 
heavy seas in December 1964. 

The inquest recorded an open 
verdict on the incident. 

John Thompson a former 
Canadian journalist and 
broadcaster, lived in Bouverie 
Square, in a property displaced 
by the new shopping centre. He 
built or adapted radio¬ 
transmitters used on some of the 
smaller pirate operations. 

There were also numerous 
shareholders and advertisers 
based in Folkestone. 

History seems to have 
forgotten the 60s fort-based 
pirate stations like Radio City, 
Invicta/390 and Radio Essex

AFTER nearly 25 years of 
making people laugh and 
think at the same time, 
Mark Thomas is still mak¬ 
ing waves in the world of 
politics. 

In his latest show, It’s The Stupid 
Economy!, Thomas sets out to meet 
the people and gather together collec¬ 
tive ideas about how we could make 
our country better. The comedian 
aims to create a People’s Manifesto, 
which he will then ‘road test’ and see 
if he can make these ideas into reality. 

Each audience will be asked to put 
forward its favourite ideas for deal¬ 
ing with the broken economy and the 
environment, giving Thomas some¬ 
thing to work from as he attempts to 
bring about real change. 

He is no stranger to making things 
happen, having been instrumental in 
bringing about a change in inheri¬ 
tance tax laws in 1998. Thomas 
fronted an investigation for Channel 
4’s Dispatches which uncovered the 
ways in which wealthy people had 
been avoiding inheritance tax by 
making their homes, art and furni¬ 
ture available for public viewing - 


without telling anyone about it. In 
the following budget, the then- 
Chancellor Gordon Brown changed 
the law. 

Bom in South London in 1963, 
Thomas studied theatre arts at uni¬ 
versity and performed shows in min¬ 
ers’ soup kitchens and fundraising 
events during the strike. Since tak¬ 
ing to the stage as a comic in 1985, he 
has become arguably one of Britain’s 
most prominent political activists. 

With seven series of his own show, 
The Mark Thomas Comedy Product, 
on Channel 4 and a regular column 
in the New Statesman magazine, 
Thomas has made a career out of 
exposing injustice and scandal. His 
investigations have covered such 
diverse subjects as the use of torture 
and UK equipment in East Timor, 
Nestle’s change of labelling on baby 
milk in Africa, Coca Cola and the 
Immigration and Asylum Bill. 

His activities reportedly led to a 
prominent politician asking civil ser¬ 
vants to ‘dig the dirt’ on Thomas in 
2001, but he has continued to inves¬ 
tigate and demonstrate about issues 
such as anti-terror laws, arms deal¬ 
ing and nuclear weapons inspections. 

In 2005 he became the Guinness 


World Record Holder for the most 
political demonstrations in 24 hours. 
Other accolades include a Sony 
Radio Award, the UN Association 
Global Human Rights Defender 
Award, the Kurdish National 
Congress Medal of Honour and a 
Time Out Comedy Award. The third 
series of his television show received 
a special commendation at Amnesty 
International’s media awards in 
1999. 

Last year Thomas was made an 
honorary doctor by Bradford 
University for his services to peace 
and his contribution as a comedian, 
political activist, presenter and 
investigative journalist, particularly 
for his campaigning on the ethics of 
the arms trade. 

Mark Thomas will be at the 
Gulbenkian Theatre in Canterbury 
on Thursday, April 23; the Hazlitt 
Theatre in Maidstone on Tuesday, 
April 28, and the Trinity Theatre 
in Tunbridge Wells on Tuesday, 
June 30.

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There's more to Tahiti's many islands

WHEN I was told we were going 
for a walk in the island’s interior on 
our first day on the South Pacific 
island of Tahiti, I imagined a gentle 
stroll through the lush green jun¬ 
gle that covers much of the island. 

I hadn’t imagined that a couple of hours 
later I would be waist-deep in gushing water 
dressed in a wet suit with a harness strapped 
round me, scrambling up a ravine. 

Like most people, my image of Tahiti and her 
118 islands scattered over five archipelagos in 
the South Pacific was of sun-soaked shores 
lined with bamboo bungalows perched on stilts 


over turquoise-blue sea. I expected the sort of 
destination that mainly attracts honeymooners 
drawn to the island by its romantic isolation. 

That is certainly on offer. However, as my 
day spent clambering up a volcanic lava-tube 
and hoisting myself up waterfalls proved, 
there is far more to the islands. 

I had never been canyoning before and the 
experience was both terrifying and exhilarat¬ 
ing. When I did manage to look up from where 
I was putting my feet, I was stunned by the 
incredible beauty that surrounded me. 

Green mountains densely covered in what 
looked like large broccoli heads sloped up to 


the sky. Below, the land dropped down dramat¬ 
ically to the sea. 

In an effort to promote Tahiti’s unique cul¬ 
tural identity, the Radisson Plaza Resort Hotel 
in the bustling capital city Papeete, has its 
own full-time ‘cultural animator’ who puts on 
daily demonstrations of traditional dance and 
crafts as an introduction to Tahitian culture. 

The day after our canyoning adventure, we 
boarded a sea catamaran for the half hour trip 
from Tahiti to the even greener island of 
Moorea. The island’s Sofitel beach resort does 
live up to the honeymoon brochure billing with 
individual bungalows all either standing on 


stilts over the water or lining the beach front 
with the most breathtaking ocean views. 

Our next stop was the geographically- 
unusual island of Rangiroa - which consists of 
a string of coral encircling a turquoise lagoon 
and is one of the world’s most popular diving 
destinations and famous for the black pearl. 

Tahiti and her collection of islands may be 
the epitome of the South Seas holiday hide¬ 
away - but those keen to do more than lie on 
the beach enjoy a fantastic choice of leisure 
options, from scuba diving to hiking in the 
mountains and searching for that elusive and 
perfect black pearl.

POCKET WATCH: Take appropriate steps to see your business survive economic downturn

EXPERTS are predicting that more 
than 40,000 companies will be 
declared insolvent during 2009 - a 
rise of 35 per cent in last year, and 
62 per cent higher than in 2007. 

To help ensure your firm doesn’t become 
one of the victims, national insurance broker 
Bluefin Insurance Services, which has offices 
in Gravesend, Maidstone and Tonbridge, has 
drawn up a list of protection tips for reces¬ 
sion-battered firms. 

Peter Castle, executive director, pinpointed, 
for example, money owed as a crucial factor 
that could affect cash flow 

“Money owed may represent as much as 40 
per cent of a company’s actual assets. 

“What would happen to your business if a 
major supplier or creditor went under? As 
insolvencies climb, having adequate credit 
insurance could mean the difference between 
your business surviving or failing.” 

His six top tips to keep one step ahead of 
the increased dangers facing businesses in 
2009 are: 

• Take a long-term view over redundancies. 
Cutting too much from your skills base may 
create irreversible workload pressures. 


• Ensure your business employs best prac¬ 
tice in employment matters. Recent rises in 
statutory redundancy pay rates mean layoffs 
are more expensive than ever. 

• Take care when changing your insurance 
cover, and do so only if you are sure it will not 
compromise your ability to win new business. 
Many organisations, particularly in the pub¬ 
lic sector, have strict insurance requirements 
included in their supplier contracts. 

• Be realistic about any insurance premi¬ 
um savings obtainable from changes to your 
cover. Remember that legal and regulatory 
risk exposure does not recede in a recession. 


• Don’t give staff a reason to defect to 
rivals by cutting back on training and risk 
management. Dissatisfied staff are more like¬ 
ly to try to commit fraud, which is on the rise 
as the economy worsens. 

• Credit insurance can provide vital pro¬ 
tection from the potentially terminal disrup¬ 
tion of bad debt and late payment. Make sure 
you have adequate cover. 

Mr Castle said: “With professional advice, 
awareness of the risks ahead and perhaps 
just a little bit of luck, well-prepared busi¬ 
nesses have every chance of surviving the 
downturn.”

Solicitor Nadia Omar offers this checklist for 
recession-hit firms who will also be facing new 
employment law rules coming in early in April 


The New ACAS Code of Practice 

The Employment Act 2008 will repeal the 
controversial statutory dispute resolution 
procedures. 

It will be replaced by the new ACAS Code 
of Practice on disciplinary and grievance 
procedures. 

This is expected to reduce the regulatory 
burden for employers and provide greater 
flexibility for managing workplace disputes. 

The code only applies to disciplinary and 
grievance matters and does not apply to 
redundancy dismissals. 

Employers are encouraged to resolve 
disputes informally and consider the use of 
mediation. 

Employers should carry out the 
disciplinary and grievance process without 
delay and ensure all matters are fully 
investigated. 

Failure to follow the disciplinary procedure 
will no longer render a dismissal 
automatically unfair and employers will not 
be penalised for technical breaches of the code. 

Employers should beware: grievances have 
been extended to cover all concerns, 
problems or complaints, and employees no 
longer need to raise a grievance and wait 28 
days prior to issuing a claim. 

Tribunals will have the power to increase or 
decrease an award by 25 per cent for an 
unreasonable failure to comply with the code. 

Trade union membership rules 

The implementation of section 19 of the act 
will entitle a trade union to exclude or expel 
members who belong to a political party such 
as the BNP. 

To safeguard individuals from arbitrary 
abuse, union rules must allow it, a fair 
procedure must be followed and it must not 
result in the loss of an individual’s livelihood 
or other “exceptional hardship”. 

The low number of claims that are lodged 


against unions for wrongful expulsion 
suggests that this amendment is unlikely to 
have much practical effect. 

The Employment Tribunals (Constitution 
and Rules of Procedure) (Amendment) 
Regulations 2008 

The regulations remove a judge’s discretion 
not to issue a default judgment if a response 
is not filed. 

This makes it essential for respondents to 
file a response within the 28-day time limit. 
Failure to do so will bar the respondent from 
submitting a defence and may result in the 
claim being determined without a hearing. 

The rules relating to the withdrawal and 
dismissal of claims have been clarified. 

If a claim has been withdrawn, 
respondents should apply to have the claim 
dismissed within 28 days. This will bar a 
claimant from re-lodging the claim. 

Furthermore, proceedings which have been 
withdrawn and settled through ACAS will be 
automatically dismissed by the tribunal. 
This will avoid the need to make a separate 
dismissal application. 

New rules on electronic communication 
will assist parties relying on evidence by 
disabled witnesses or those abroad who are 
unable to attend the hearing. 

Employment Tribunals Act 1996 (Tribunal 
Composition) Order 2009 

This will enable cases of unpaid holiday 
pay to be heard by an employment judge 
sitting alone. 

Claims are usually heard by an 
employment judge and two lay members. 

TTiis order should result in such cases 
being dealt with faster and more efficiently.

Taxman will be getting tough 


KENT companies could 
soon find they’re getting 
unexpected visits from the 
taxman as HM Revenue 
and Customs picks up 
tough new powers to enter 
business premises. 

Steve Carpenter, tax 
manager at Maidstone- 
based DSH Chartered 
accountants and business 
advisors, warned: “From 
April 1, HMRC will have a 
new code of powers and 
penalties that will make it 
easier for them to obtain 
information and, if irregul¬ 
arities are found, to match 
a penalty to the seriousness 
of the mistake or omission.” 

The powers being given 
to HMRC, which aim to 
identify situations where 
there is a greater risk of 
mistakes being made in the 
completion of tax returns, 
will enable officers to: 

• Obtain documents from 
a business at any time, even 
if a return has yet to be filed.

• Request information 
from third parties, such as 
banks. 

• Enter business 
premises to inspect the 
premises, business assets 
and documents. 

Mr Carpenter continued: 
“Although genuine 

mistakes will not incur a 
charge, penalties will be 
charged as a percentage of 
any additional tax due and 
are banded depending 
upon circumstances. 

“For example, if the 
mistake arises because you 


failed to take reasonable 
care in completing your tax 
return, the penalty will be up 
to 30 per cent, but if it is a 
deliberate understatement 
that you attempt to conceal, 
the penalty could be up to 
100 per cent. 

“The concept of ‘taking 
reasonable care’ is key to 
the value of the penalty 
and will vary from 
taxpayer to taxpayer. 

“A large company with its 
own accounts department 
will be expected to have a 
higher standard of accuracy 
in its record keeping than 
an individual, but both 
must keep adequate records 
to enable them to complete 
the required returns and to 
spot a significant error. 

“The processes are 
becoming more structured 
and so, to avoid penalties in 
the future, it is important to 
ensure your records are 
adequate and to seek advice 
for your particular situation.” 
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NEW LAW: From April 1 the minimum 
paid holiday for workers will increase to 
5.6 weeks or 28 days each year 




Businesses prepare 
for the tide of change

EMPLOYERS need to brace 
themselves now for more 
employment law changes. 

Some changes will have an impact on how 
businesses have to manage their employees, 
while others will result in a greater financial 
burden on businesses. 

On April 6 the Employment Act 2008 
abolishes the much-criticised statutory 
disciplinary, dismissal and grievance 
procedures, and businesses will be required to 
comply with the new ACAS Code of Practice. 

The code will not be legally binding but it 
will be regarded as best practice and it will be 
used to determine whether a fair procedure 
has been followed. 

Defending an employment claim will become 
easier, though Employment Tribunals will no 
longer be compelled to decide that a dismissal 
was automatically unfair if the employer 
failed to follow one part of the old procedure. 

Interestingly the code will not apply to all 
dismissals. For example it won’t apply to 
redundancies. 

There are also complex transitional provisions 
and employers should exercise caution and take 
early advice as a failure to follow the code could 
result in an employment tribunal increasing an 
award of compensation by up to 25 per cent. 

Aside from the demise of the statutory 
procedures, other changes impacting on 
businesses from April 6 include increases in: 

• Statutory Sick Pay to £79.15 a week 

• Statutory Maternity, Paternity and 
Adoption Pay to £123.06 a week. 

These increases are in line with the annual 
changes the Government announces in these 
benefits and in certain cases the payments can 
be recovered from the Government. Rumours 
abound that statutory redundancy pay may be 
increased from the present cap of £350 a week 
- but these remain rumours at present. 

Aside from those benefits increasing, holiday 
entitlement is also increasing. From April 1 the 


minimum paid holiday for workers increased 
to 5.6 weeks or 28 days each year. This should 
be pro-rated for part-time workers. 

For businesses already offering workers 28 
days including bank holidays there is no change. 

For those that don’t offer this at the moment 
though, they should review their terms and 
conditions to ensure 28 days holiday is the 
minimum entitlement. 

April also sees the extension of the right to 
request flexible working to parents of children 
up to 16 years of age being introduced. 

Businesses should ensure that their 
employment policies and procedures reflect 
this new right. Although it does not give a 
right to flexible working, businesses should 
prepare themselves for an increase in requests 
to work flexibly from employees with children 


over six years of age. 

From April 6, a failure to pay the national 
minimum wage to workers could result in a 
criminal penalty and a claim for underpayment 
of arrears plus a financial penalty. 

HM Revenue and Customs will have 
compliance officers with additional inspection 
powers to search, seize and remove 
documents. 

National minimum wage offences will carry 
criminal penalties ranging from £100 to £5,000. 

Some of these changes could have a negative 
impact on businesses and increase their costs at 
an already difficult time. However the abolition 
of the statutory procedures should be a very 
positive step for businesses going forward.

If you have a low cash flow and prefer to 
keep your property costs flexible, then rent¬ 
ing may be the best option as it releases more 
money to invest in equipment, stock and 
employees’ salaries. 

Renting also enables your business the 
flexibility to relocate at relatively short 
notice should you need to expand or follow 
business trends. 

The responsibility for maintenance, fix¬ 
tures and security also rest with the owner of 
the property, taking away the uncertainty of 
these costs and helping you to budget better. 

One downside of renting is the possibility 
of future rent rises, so it is important to know 
how and when the rent will be reviewed, 
prior to signing the lease.

A mortgage is usually the highest fixed cost 
of any business, so if you are a company with 
a good cash flow and relatively low fixed 
costs then purchasing a property may well be 
right for you. 

When you own your commercial property 
you can develop the space as you require 
with the possibility of subletting any unused 
room, giving your business extra income. 

Generally mortgage repayments are at 
similar levels to rental payments, and 
although mortgage interest rates may 
increase on a commercial mortgage these are 
tax-deductible. 

When you own a property the possibility of 
large rent increases is removed, which 
enables you to budget better and provides 
greater security. 

One of the downsides of buying is you’ll 
need to come up with a large deposit, and in 
the initial stages of any business this money 
could be put to other more immediate busi¬ 
ness uses.

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Where there’s a will 
there’s a better way 


WE can always be sure of two 
things - recession or no recession - 
and that’s taxes and the Grim 
Reaper. 

And in a time of economic turmoil you don’t 
want your family having to cope with your 
tangled estate if you drop off the twig and 
don’t leave a will. 

Those of us who have come across the chaos 
which can happen when someone dies intes¬ 
tate invariably have some awful tales to tell of 
‘what went to whom’ - and why. 

Intestacy 

With intestacy rules having changed recent¬ 
ly, the picture is likely to become even more 
confusing, says Chatham-based law firm 
Stephens & Son. 

Although people who inherit under the rules 
have not changed, the amounts involved have. 

If you are married with children, the first 
£250,000 of your estate will now go to your 
surviving spouse, with the rest divided among 
your children. 

However, the picture gets much more com¬ 
plex if you don’t have a spouse or civil partner, 
or children - as surviving parents and siblings 
are then brought into the equation. 

Ultimately, half-brothers and sisters and 
cousins can fall into the frame if there is no 
closer next of kin.

said: “Too many people still think that it does¬ 
n’t matter to them what happens to their 
estate once they are dead and gone. 

“In reality, it can be a costly and time-con¬ 
suming process for surviving relatives to deal 
with intestacy and all too often it leads to fam¬ 
ily disputes and bitter arguments. 

“Making a will and keeping it up-to-date is 
the only sure-fire way of ensuring your legacy 
is left to those whom you want to inherit. 

“Long-lost cousins that you fell out with 
more than 20 years ago often emerge from the 
woodwork when there’s no will to be found. 

“If you die without a valid will your estate 
will be administered in accordance with the 
intestacy rules. 

“This is a statutory ‘pecking order’ which dic¬ 
tates who gets what from your estate and who 
is entitled to administer that estate. 

“By their very nature the intestacy rules 
must be general and it therefore stands to rea¬ 
son that they will not be suitable for everyone.” 

Wills can be used to encompass not only who 
you would like to administer your estate upon 
your death and to list your beneficiaries, but 
also to appoint guardians of children under 18, 
make personal gifts (of jewellery, for example), 
set out your funeral wishes, incorporate tax 
saving measures and deal with a whole host of 
business and family matters.

Terms and conditions of business 

• Review your existing terms and conditions 
to ensure your business is adequately protect¬ 
ed, alternatively put fresh terms and condi¬ 
tions in place. 

• Ensure the battle of the forms’ is won, 
impose your terms and conditions at each 
stage of the contract formation process, espe¬ 
cially when providing samples and quotes. 

• In the event that delivered goods are not 
paid for, ensure they remain your property by 
including a ‘retention of title’ clause within 
your terms and conditions. 

• Agree to the terms of payment before 
orders are placed, including both the time for 
payment and the right to charge for interest in 
the event of late or non payment. You have the 
option to charge interest for late payment of 
invoices either under the terms of the contract 
or under the Late Payment of Commercial 
Debts (Interest) Act 1998. 

• Effective terms and conditions could save 
your business from becoming engaged in cost¬ 
ly litigation.

Receiving payment on time 

• Issue clear and accurate invoices on time 
and always follow them up. 

• Offer as many methods of payment as you 
can. 

• Send letters at predetermined intervals 
which ask for written confirmation of satisfac¬ 
tory delivery of the goods/services, indicate the 
amount outstanding, and demand payment in 
accordance with your terms. 

• If you state that you will be instructing 
solicitors if payment is not received, make sure 
you do so and promptly. Your credibility is key 
to you getting paid. 

• Record the date and outcome of all contact 
made with the debtor. 

• Be proactive and chase late payments, late 
payments and bad debts lead to liquidity and 
cash-flow problems, and may even force a busi¬ 
ness into insolvency. 

Good credit control 

• Know your debtor - do credit checks, stick 
to credit limits and monitor the behaviour of 
your debtors. 

• If you are having difficulty in recovering 
what is owed to you, seek assistance quickly. 

• When dealing with outstanding payments 
decide whether it is worth a fight. 

• Consider your customer and, if they are key 
to your business, approach it diplomatically. 

• Listen to your debtor and, if there is a com¬ 


plaint, be objective and resolve it. 

• If you decide to instruct debt collectors 
ensure you make checks before using an agency. 

• Find out what methods the agency uses. 
Maintaining business relationships and a good 
reputation are as important to your business as 
getting paid. Remember that unlawful methods 
such as harassment could lead to you being 
liable and can constitute a criminal offence. 

• Avoid the last resort. Explain what steps 
you intend to take and try to reach an agree¬ 
ment. Recovery without legal proceedings is 
invariably the most desirable option. 

• Always try to have a meaningful dialogue 
with your customer to find out why the debt 
has not been paid. If possible, consider offering 
instalments as a payment option. If you have 
a good system for dealing with debtors, paying 
someone else to collect your debts will hopeful¬ 
ly be a rarely used last resort. 

• Managing credit and cash flow in tougher 
economic conditions is as important, if not 
more, as obtaining sales. 

• Make sure you take the time to deal with 
this critical issue. 

• Lastly, make sure the payment terms you 
agree with your suppliers match, as far as pos¬ 
sible, your own cash-flow forecasts. If your 
suppliers are reducing the credit period avail¬ 
able to you then you will need to try to do the 
same with your customers.

Drivers weigh poor savings 
returns against cutting bills 


BY STEVE LOADER 


WITH savings accounts current¬ 
ly delivering such poor interest, 
many people see trading in a 
‘gas guzzler’ for a cheaper and 
more economical model as a bet¬ 
ter return on their - 
investment. 

And there is also some ‘green’ 1 


kudos to be had. The Government is using 
escalating road tax or VED (vehicle excise 
duty) to drive people into smaller and cleaner 
cars too. 

A new scale of zero to £405/year came into 
force on April 1 (see later story) and is set to 
become tougher. By 2010, gas guzzling limos 
or 4x4s may face £950 road tax in the first 
year, although anyone spending £50-100,000 
on a car is unlikely to be put off by such a pal¬ 
try sum. 

As a result, some manufacturers have pro¬ 
duced models that are actually 
exempt from VED by

sneaking below the lOOg/km C02 emissions 
mark and into band-A. 

Most manufacturers also now have an 
‘Eco’ sub-branding for their lowest emission 
models - Vauxhall uses the ecoFLEX sub¬ 
branding. 

Brilliant as they are, ‘eco’ models often cost 
more since they have diesel engines and spe¬ 
cial ‘green’ features that do not yet deliver the 
economy of scale savings available to makers 
across the whole model range. 

What is more, saving road tax is not such a 
great incentive when many conventional 
superminis sit in the lowest road tax band of 
£35 a year anyway; over three years with an 
eco model, saving £105 is irrelevant if you 
spend far more on buying that car in the first 
place and are then putting expensive diesel in 
the tank. 

So, check out conventional equivalents of 
eco models and don’t dismiss petrol power; 
that fuel is still cheaper and makes sense for 
lower mileage users, while emission and con¬ 
sumption levels are closing the gap on diesel 
equivalents. 

Diesel engines also tend to be heavier, so you 
could find yourself going through tyres more 
quickly 

Don’t ignore alternative power options 
either, such as liquid petroleum gas (LPG) or 
hybrids. 

Finally, just look again at what you have to 
part-exchange; you might have lost a packet in 
depreciation on that big 4x4, but work out 
what it will cost you to run it for the next three 
years - it might be a lot less than the cost of 
chopping it for a new car.

SAVE money by downsizing and 
running a cheaper car and then 
gain even more by smarter driving 
and journey planning. 

For a start, you can save pounds and wear 
and tear on the car by avoiding short journeys 
and perhaps get fitter too by walking or 
cycling; a cold engine can produce 60 per cent 
more pollution than a warm one and a car 
used for many short journeys needs extra serv¬ 
icing and wears its engine out faster. 

More fuel is wasted and higher emissions 
are also generated from a cold start - traffic on 
UK roads contributes 26 per cent of the 
nation’s total carbon dioxide emissions (C02). 

However, if your car journey is a must then 
follow these tips from the LAM (Institute of 
Advanced Motorists) and RAC Foundation 
motoring watchdogs: 

• Plan your route - forethought can save 
wear and tear on car and driver. Try to take 
the most direct route - a sat nav can help - 
and go off peak if possible. If you have to com¬ 
mute, think about car sharing, ‘Park and Ride’ 
bus schemes or other public transport. 

• Have your vehicle serviced regularly to 
maintain efficiency and economy. Under-serv¬ 
iced engines reduce fuel economy by ten per 
cent or more. Catalytic converters are environ¬ 
mentally friendly, but only when properly 
maintained. 

• Check tyres - under-inflated tyres need 
replacing more often (itself an environmental 
problem), are dangerous and waste fuel. 
Anybody who has cycled on ‘flabby’ tyres 
knows what extra effort is involved, so check 
pressures weekly. 

• Obey speed limits to save money and stay 
legal. Try to ‘feather’ the throttle as you reach 
cruising speed; 56mph uses 25 per cent less 
fuel than 70mph and a smoother driving style 
will save fuel, but never coast in neutral or 
with clutch pedal depressed to save fuel - vehi¬ 
cle control must not be compromised. 


• Accelerate briskly without racing the 
engine - pulling away too fast uses up to 60 
per cent more fuel. Intelligent gearchanges at 
modest engine speeds can cut fuel consump¬ 
tion by up to 15 per cent. 

• Reduce drag - remove roof racks and car¬ 
riers when not in use. Driving with windows 
open also mars aerodynamics and lowers fuel 
economy. Remove unnecessary and heavy boot 
luggage and avoid heavy accessories and wide 
tyres that add rolling resistance. Air condition¬ 
ing lowers fuel economy so use the fan and 
vents unassisted as much as possible. 


• Buy green fuel and use less. Seek out low 
sulphur diesel (City diesel) or cleaner petrol 
(low sulphur/aromatics) supplies locally. 
Consider a conversion to LPG (liquid petrole¬ 
um gas), which is half the price of petrol, gen¬ 
erates almost as much power and emits much 
less C02. 

• Use ‘accelerator sense’. Do you go straight 
from accelerator to the brake? You save fuel if 
you plan ahead and, rather than have to brake 
as you hit traffic, gently let the speed of the 
vehicle bring you to a halt as you join a queue. 
There is no point in rushing and then having 


you park. When you start off again, the engine 
is cold and inefficient. If you can drive away 
smoothly without having to reverse, you save 
fuel and have better visibility. 

• Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank to the 
brim and carry more weight than is neces¬ 
sary? 

• If you are stuck in a jam then you are doing 
zero mpg - turn off the engine after two min¬ 
utes to save fuel and emissions.

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Is diesel demand peaking? 


By STEVE LOADER 


DIESEL has become the fuel of 
choice recently as UK buyers seek 
to cut costs, but do the sums still 
add up? 

Its original appeal was the cheapness of the 
fuel, greater mpg and the better low down 
pulling power of the engines and their ability 
to meet tighter emissions legislation. 

However, diesel now commands an increas¬ 
ing premium against petrol and there are 
doubts whether the engines can continue to 
meet ever tougher emission laws. 

Meanwhile, petrol power has hit back with 
smaller, lighter and cleaner engines with tur¬ 
bocharging for extra flexibility, while there are 
other options emerging to save money and the 
planet: 

• HYBRID 

These partner conventional engines with 
electric units, but two powerplants and power 
supplies - fuel tank plus batteries - mean 
extra weight, while production complexity 
raises prices so buyers must cover many miles 
to balance this. Motorway mpg is also hardly 
better than a standard car. 

• LPG 

Liquid petroleum gas (LPG) seems an excel¬ 
lent alternative fuel due to lower duty and 
emissions and cheaper car tax. 

However, the calorific value and consequent 
mpg is slightly lower than petrol and it will 
cost at least £1,500 to convert an existing 
vehicle via an approved LPG Association oper¬ 
ator. 

There are many more LPG filling points 


across the country than before though - Kent 
has some 40 LPG sites - and LPG costs about 
half that of petrol and diesel at the pump, 
emits about 20 per cent less C02 than petrol 
and slightly less than diesel and with fewer 
NOx and particulates. 

• ELECTRIC 

These should be cheap to run, but battery 
technology cannot yet guarantee ranges to 


satisfy many would-be owners. There is the 
worry too that the car’s emissions are simply 
transferred from an exhaust pipe to the 
chimney of a fossil fuel-burning power sta¬ 
tion. 

• BIOFUELS 

Fuel derived partly from vegetable matter 


appeals since plants absorb C02 during 
growth and simply release it again when 
burned - a virtuous circle. Most road fuels sold 
in the UK will contain at least five per cent 
biofuel by next year anyway, but there is 
concern that using arable land or forest 
to grow ‘biofuel’ plants will strain global 
food supplies.

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A smoking exhaust can really 
damage your motoring wealth

GOVERNMENT efforts to use 
road tax to beat drivers into giving 
up so-called gas guzzlers have met 
with mixed success. 

There can be no doubt that escalating tax or 
vehicle excise duty (VED) over the past couple 
of years has helped fuel downsizing, but there 
was outcry after the March 2008 Budget at 
‘draconian’ rates to be applied to larger cars, 
especially with the recession looming. 

Consequently, Chancellor Alistair Darling 


backtracked last November and proposed 
amended charges from April 1, 2009 to soften 
the blow at the top end of the market, though 
the Government says VED will continue to be 
amended in future to maintain downward 
force in vehicle sizes and emissions. 

They will also continue to be based on C02 
emissions rather than fuel consumption and 
apply only to cars registered after March 1, 
2001 ; inconsistent emissions data on older 
cars means these are taxed simply at 
£120/year if the engine is l,549cc or less and 
then £185 if it is above - something of a bar¬ 
gain for the owners of large older ‘gas guzzlers’ 
if they are content to bear higher fuel bills, opt 
for a £1,500-2,000 LPG (liquid petroleum gas) 


conversion or cover relatively few miles. 

The new rates are weighted even more in 
favour of the latest, cleanest and most miserly 
small cars. 

Models emitting lOOg/km of C02 or less like 
the new Ford Fiesta ECOnetic, for instance, 
continue to qualify for Band A or zero rating. 

The payable steps are: 

Bands B and C (101-120g/km) - £35 
Bands D and E (121-140g/km) - £120 
Band F (141-150g/km) - £125 
Band G (151-160g/km) - £150 
Bands H and I (161-180g/km) - £175 
Bands J and K (181-225g/km) - £215 
Band L (226-255g/km) - £405 
Band M (255g/km plus) - £405

Protecting your pension 
through the tough times

THERE are probably two reasons 
why the annual pension of around 
£700,000 awarded to Sir Fred 
Goodwin, as he sidesteps the wreck¬ 
age of the Royal Bank of Scotland 
(RBS), is arousing such fury 

The first is that much of his cash could come 
from taxpayers, possibly for decades, because 
RBS pension schemes worldwide already face 
a near £2 billion deficit. RBS non-contributory 
pensions are fully guaranteed by the firm. 

The second, is that while Goodwin hits the 
jackpot, some seven million workers in money 
purchase defined contribution (DC) pensions 
are seeing their retirement income slashed by 
the credit crunch, despite years of saving. 

Private 

Financial advisor Hargreaves Lansdown 
thinks the average employee saving £150 per 
month would take 209 years, allowing for 
investment growth and inflation, to match Sir 
Fred’s pension pot, which RBS accrued for him 
since 1998. Meanwhile, those in DC schemes 
have seen their likely pension income slashed 
20-25 per cent in the past 18 months. 

Over-55s, in particular, feel powerless as 
markets slide because a full recovery before 
they retire is unlikely. How long will it take to 
recoup £50bn worth of share values in London 
one day this week? 

To have any hope of a decent payout, work¬ 
ers must stick with pension saving through 
thick and thin. The eventual payout might be 
healthier than they fear - or expect. 

Even Sir Fred needed a bit of luck at the end: 
if RBS had gone bust, he would have got a 
maximum pension of £27,000 a year. Those 
who make no private pension arrangements 
miss out particularly badly, if their employer is 
willing to pay into a pension on their behalf. 
Besides the boss’s contribution, pensions are 
helped to grow over the years by tax relief. 


The dwindling number still in the private 
sector final salary pensions, mostly assume 
they don’t have a problem. In fact, their fund 
may face a rising deficit, so it might be pru¬ 
dent for them to save more through an AVC 
(Additional Voluntary Contribution) scheme to 
boost their eventual pension income. 

For others outside final salary schemes, an 
obvious vehicle for extra saving is a SIPP (Self- 
Invested Personal Pension), a concept devised 
in the early 90s. Many self-employed workers 
use a SIPP as their main pension plan. 

Laith Khalaf, pension analyst at Hargreaves 
Lansdown (HL) says a “Bed and SIPP” enables 
savers to switch unwanted shares into a SIPP, 
with generous tax relief on top. 

“HL figures suggest there are as many as 10 
million private shareholders, many with 
shares from demutualisations,” Khalaf says. 

Basic rate payers putting £1,000 worth of 
shares into the SIPP get an additional £250 in 
tax relief, while higher rate taxpayers get up 
to another £250 back from the taxman. 

“Markets and asset values move in a cyclical 
direction and every 10-15 years, something 
bad happens. In good times, people happily 
put money away, and in bad times, they don’t. 

“We should invest on a counter-cyclical basis. 
The fact is that Government - regardless of 
party - will soon raise taxes, particularly 
income tax and National Insurance, to handle 
vast debts building up, so it is vital to use the 
tax shelter which pensions provide. 

“At the very least, put spare money into a 


pension pot, to hold it there as cash until you 
find an attractive investment. In pensions 
invested in managed funds, you might step up 
contributions to buy in at the lower price,” 
Khalaf says. 

Malcolm Cuthbert at financial advisor Killik 
& Co says some savers fatten up SIPPs either 
by putting in ISA money currently earning a 
low interest rate, or a lump sum generated by 
cashing in a poorly performing endowment. 

He cites the example of a higher rate taxpay¬ 
er at 50 moving £8,000 from an ISA into a 
SIPP who receives £2,000 tax relief immedi¬ 
ately, and can claim back £2,000 through his 
tax return, so a net £6,000 outlay produces an 
extra £10,000 in the pension. 

The average sum held in SIPPs is around 
£50,000, but Cuthbert says it is important to 
check each investment inside it to ensure good 
performance. Switching to a better performing 
fund might involve no charges. 

State 

Next, we come to the State pension: those 
with a full NI contribution record can count on 
£90.70 per week, and in many cases will col¬ 
lect more. From 2010, the minimum number 
of years’ work required to qualify for a full 
basic State Pension falls to 30. 

For a prediction on your state pension, check 
with the Department of Work and Pensions at 
0845 300 0168 and at www.thepension- 
service.gov.uk. Khalaf says people may be 
tempted to lessen the impact of this downturn 


by delaying their pension by two or three 
years, and living on savings or part-time work 
in between. 

When retirement actually arrives, savers in 
DC pensions should use the open market 
option (OMO) to find the most generous annu¬ 
ity, instead of merely accepting the quotation 
from their pension provider. 

Steve Hunt, at Rockingham Retirement, 
reckons pensioners lose £1.4bn a year by fail¬ 
ing to do this. Figures from the Association of 
British Insurers (ABI) indicate that 169,000 
retirees turned down an annuity offered by 
their pension provider in 2008 and presum¬ 
ably found something better elsewhere, just 
over a third of the total annuity market. 

“Research shows that those approaching 
retirement can increase their income by more 
than 20 per cent by shopping around, com¬ 
pared to the default option,” Hunt says. 

Finally, it is worth remembering that the 
bleaker prospects might appear in the pension 
sector, the more likely it is that new products 
will enter the field. 

Next week, Prudential launches its New 
Income Choice Annuity, available for clients 
with pension pots of at least £10,000 after tax- 
free cash has been taken. It will enable savers 
to select a starting income which can be varied 
over time. 

If Prudential’s new product catches on, 
rivals will respond. As the older population 
grows, pensioners have a bit more bargaining 
clout than they realise.

For poorer and poorer

settlements head back to the court room 



THERE have been a spate of 
recent headlines about highly paid 
people trying to renegotiate so- 
called 'big money’ divorce settle¬ 
ments they can no longer afford as 
the bonus culture declines. 

So it’s not surprising divorce lawyers are see¬ 
ing a marked increase in the number of previ¬ 
ously high-earning men seeking to reduce 
maintenance payments to their ex-wives. 

They believe that, having shared in the good 
times, their ex-spouses should now share in 
the bad. 

Although orders for the payment of ongoing 
maintenance are variable, orders dividing cap¬ 
ital assets have historically not, save in rare 
and unforeseen circumstances, been variable, 
even where there is a change in financial cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Where does this leave previously wealthy 
divorced couples whose capital assets were 
valued and subsequently divided shortly 
before the credit crunch hit, and who may now 
be looking at a reduction in the value of some 
of their assets by as much as 90 per cent? 

In many cases this ill fortune will be shared 
between the parties. 

However, often the wife will have received 
the bulk of the ‘copper-bottomed’ assets, 
including the former matrimonial home, while 
the husband retains a larger percentage of the 
risk-laden assets such as shares, options or 
even possible future bonuses. 

In such cases, while the wife may be facing a 
fall in the value of her assets, it may be as 
nothing to that faced by the ex-husband. 


The result may be that he ends up with sig¬ 
nificantly less capital than the ex-wife. 

For such ex-couples, the outcome of an appli¬ 
cation made to the Court of Appeal by Bryan 
Myerson, a city fund manager may have huge 
implications. 

He has asked the Court of Appeal for leave 
to apply to reopen a divorce settlement 
finalised in March last year, whereby he was 
ordered to pay 43 per cent of a total £25.8 mil¬ 
lion assets to his wife. 

She received £9.5m cash, while he retained 
most of his shares. Since the settlement, the 
value of his shares has plummeted by 90 per 
cent. 

The result is Mrs Myerson will hold 105 per 
cent of the couple’s assets, while Mr Myerson, 
who would have to borrow to pay the £2.5m 
that he still owes, will be half-a-million 


pounds out of pocket rather than retaining 
£14.6m, as had been anticipated at the time of 
the settlement. 

She opposes the application, with her lawyer 
predicting that, if allowed, it will open the 
floodgates to applications by many other men 
in a similar position. 

Indeed, Jim Moore, the so called ‘buy-to-let 
king 5 has already announced he will represent 
himself in an attempt to reopen his divorce 
settlement on the grounds the fall in property 
values has made it unaffordable. 

Whether or not they are successful remains 
to be seen, but what is clear is that in these dif¬ 
ficult times, divorce will increasingly be seen 
to be for poorer as well as for richer.

Don’t let the financial climate be 
a taxing time for your relationship 


CREDIT-crunched couples can 
cut down their tax burden and 
ease the stress caused to relation¬ 
ships by the economic slump. 

The charity Relate has highlighted finan¬ 
cial pressures as causing potential relation¬ 
ship problems - but tax should not be an 
extra issue. 

In fact, couples who work together in plan¬ 
ning their tax affairs can save tax and so 
keep much-needed cash available. 

These savings mainly apply to married 
couples and civil partnerships, to whom spe¬ 
cial rules apply, but some can also apply to 
unmarried couples. 

The tax savings available depend on mak¬ 
ing the best use of both partners’: 

• annual tax allowances; 

• lower and basic rate tax bands; 

• exemptions on transfers of assets 
between them, so enabling the best use of tax 
losses. 

Mostly the savings will reduce current lia¬ 
bilities, but there will be cases where 
refunds of tax from previous years may be 
claimed. 

Make full use of income tax allowances. 
Interest returns are low at present but if only 
one spouse is in paid work, putting savings in 
the name of the other makes use of their per¬ 
sonal allowance.

This tip will remain worthwhile even when 
interest rates recover if the account-holder 
does not resume employment. 

Where one spouse is the main earner, form¬ 
ing a company or partnership can enable the 
profits to be shared between both. 

Again, this makes use of both personal 
allowances and, if the main earner expects to 
have assessable income of more than 
£43,875 in the year 2009-10, he or she 
will pay higher rate tax unless some of 
that can be transferred to the other 
spouse. 

This can be done by: 

• employing the spouse and pay¬ 
ing him/her a reasonable wage for 
the work done; 

• giving the spouse shares in 
the company and paying divi¬ 
dends; 

• making the spouse a part¬ 
ner in the business. 

'Bed and breakfasting’, com¬ 
monly by one spouse selling 
and the other buying 
shares whose value has 
risen, is usually done to 
reduce future capital 
gains tax by using annu¬ 
al exemptions. 


But not all shares will be standing at a loss 
and many people who have sold shares 
before they fell to below their original cost 
will have made taxable gains on those 
shares. 

If their gains are more than the 
annual exemption, but they have other 
shares that are showing a loss, bed and 
breakfasting the loss-making shares 
can create a loss that 
will reduce or 
eliminate 
the CGT on 
gains 
already 
realised.

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Put yourself ahead of the game 
when searching for a new job 


GETTING a new job these days is 
tough in the extreme - recent 
reports say anything up to 60 peo¬ 
ple are going for jobs which would¬ 
n’t even make a tiny blip on the 
radar in normal economic times.

This is the best place to start when building 
up your knowledge as it gives you an overall 
flavour of the company. Downloading company 
reports can offer a good insight into the direc¬ 
tion the business is moving in; this will offer 
you strong background knowledge should you 
be offered an interview. 

Get online

information on a company and its recent news 
and announcements. 

While the company website may offer some 
information on the company, looking for its 
presence online with relevant newswires and 
national and trade publications will give you a 
more comprehensive impression of what it has 
done in the past 12 months, the direction the 
company appears to be moving in and how it 
is competing in its market. 

Social networking 

This is not just a way of sharing photos and 
chatting with friends. A number of companies 
use social networking for business purposes. 

While some use the sites for a communal 
place for employees to chat and share informa¬ 
tion, there are a number of companies who 
have started to use these sites for recruitment 
purposes. 

Sites such as Facebook, Linkedln and Twitter 
might be just the thing to help you to find infor¬ 
mation on companies and job openings while 
staying up to date with specific industries. 


From the horse’s mouth 

While external sources are all useful they 
don’t offer an inside perspective, only news 
that a company has released or been involved 
in. 

If you have a friend or an acquaintance who 
has either worked for or in some way been 
involved with a company, they can be extreme¬ 
ly valuable. 

While this information source isn’t essential, 
personal recommendations and incite offer a 
huge bonus as you can learn about working 
culture and everyday goings on at any compa¬ 
nies that might be of interest. 

If you don’t ask you don’t get 

If you are struggling to find out about the 
company don’t be afraid to call the main help 
desk and ask for company brochures or advice 
as to where you can find out more. 

HR may even be able to supply you with a 
more detailed job description. 

Competitors 

It can be worthwhile researching the compa¬ 
nies that compete in the same space as the 
organisation you are looking to work for. 

It will impress the employer if you can 
demonstrate knowledge of the key players and 
offer an opinion on the industry as a whole. 

Ms Yallop said: “Obviously, companies 
always try to give the best impression of 
themselves through various formats but by 
investigating a number of avenues you will 
be able to get a much clearer and rounded 
impression of the image and culture that 
each company is trying to promote and 
aspire to.”

IF NEW figures detailing our per¬ 
sonal borrowings are even vaguely 
accurate, Gordon Brown isn’t alone 
in convincing himself the best way 
out of any financial squeeze is to 
step up the spending. 


Our personal debt 
is out of control 


Professional advice website Unbiased.co.uk 
says personal loan debt rose by over £1.6 bil¬ 
lion to £11.4bn during 2008. 

The website nominated March 25 as Debt 
Freedom Day -and reckons we worked for the 
first 83 days of the year to earn the money to 
service interest charges on our debts, despite 
the fact that credit card debt actually fell by 
just over £4.9bn during 2008. 

“Perhaps it takes an occasion like 
Debt Freedom Day to illustrate just 
how deeply in debt we are, and it 
will hopefully spur people into 
action to tackle debts,” says 1 
spokesman David Elms. 

“It’s a daunting task, but with inter¬ 
est rates at a record low, this is the time ’ 
to make money work hard to 
ensure any debt is repaid as 
quickly as possible.” 

Many will not escape current . 
financial difficulties: account¬ 
ants KPMG predict 
more than 
150,000 people ^ 
are likely to 
enter into an Individidual 
Voluntary Arrangement (IYA), 
be declared bankrupt or enter] 
into a Debt Relief Order (a new } 
option for people with little hope of ] 
repaying debts) to be introduced on 1 
April 6,2009. 

“Falling house prices, the general^ 
downturn and increases in unemploy¬ 
ment are starting to have an impact,” 
says Mark Sands, KPMG’s director 
of personal insolvency. 



“Whilst consumers fight to keep their jobs 
and homes, for those that lose both there is 
often little reason for someone with debts and 
assets not to declare themselves bankrupt.” 

John Fairhurst at Payplan, a free debt advice 
and solutions service started in the early 
1990s to offer insolvency solutions to public 
sector workers, says in many cases people fail 
to realise they are in trouble until it is too late. 

“They often go to the wrong place for help,” 
he says. “Typically they fix another loan to con¬ 
solidate debts, and find themselves in even 
deeper difficulties before long.” 

The average Payplan client has net 
household income of £1,700 per month, 
including benefits. They are sitting on 
£30,000 worth of unsecured debts 
and after meeting all commit¬ 
ments, face a shortfall of about 
£650 per month. Around half of 
Payplan clients who are home- 
owners have paid the mortgage at 
some stage by credit card, and 
they don’t tell creditors of their 
problems for fear of losing 
their credit card. 

Since August, 2008, the 
600-strong Payplan team in 
Grantham, Lincolnshire, 
has seen a sharp rise of 
owner/occupiers in trouble. 

Unemployment and 
redundancy have not yet 
figured largely in the 
cases it is handling. 

DON’T RUN AWAY: Tackle debts, and now is 
a good time with current interest rates low 


Although the group with the most problems 
is aged 35-45, the sector seeing the fastest rise 
in problems is older - in the 50-60 bracket. 

The average owner-occupier in trouble has a 
net monthly income of £2,100 and unsecured 
debts of £41,000, including credit cards, per¬ 
sonal loans, and car loans, creating a monthly 
deficit of about £950. 

Fairhurst says they have been hit particular¬ 
ly hard by the clampdown on credit in 2008, 
and the end of easy remortgaging caused by 
the plunge in house prices. For many, the 
escape routes are cut off. 

Payplan’s initial strategy is to bring the 
household budget back into balance: creditors 
are requsted to stop adding interest and other 
charges, if clients agree to pay an affordable 
monthly sum to each creditor. 

About a third of Payplan clients agree to a 
repayment arrangement, with six out of seven 
choosing Debt Management Plans (DMPs) 
and the remainder opting for Individual 
Voluntary Arrangements (IVSs). 

Debt Relief Orders is a third, simpler option 
to reduce the administrative work triggered by 
the great debt mountain. Fairhurst believes 
they will be offered to people with debts below 
£15,000, no assets and minimal income, and 
little hope of paying anything off. 

On payment of a £90 fee, debtors will have 
debts written off, and will find it extremely dif¬ 
ficult to get credit in the future. 

Some debt problems are solved informally, 
without using any of these vehicles. Around five 
to six per cent of Payplan customers take advice 
on making contractual repayments and handle 
their own financial arrangements thereafter.

How petite Reese rose to 
meet a monster challenge

IT would be too easy to dismiss 
Reese Witherspoon as another 
Hollywood blonde. While the 
Southern belle’s impish looks could 
have guaranteed her a success in 
romantic comedies, Reese has cho¬ 
sen a more unconventional path. 

From Pleasantville, about a pair of 1990s 
teenage siblings who are magically transport¬ 
ed into 1950s, to her performance as June 
Carter Cash in the critically acclaimed Walk 
The Line, Reese has been drawn to unconven¬ 
tional roles. 

Her latest challenge, voicing the part of 
Susan/Ginormica, a girl-turned-monster in 
new 3D animation Monsters vs Aliens, reflects 
her tendency not to fit in. 

Susan is an ordinary girl planning her wed¬ 
ding when she is hit by a meteorite and turned 
into a giant. She is then dragged off to a secret 
government compound and has to fight evil 
aliens that are trying to take over the world. 

Along the way Susan has to come to terms 
with who she is and accept and embrace the 
fact that she is different. As if that wasn’t 
enough, Susan is locked in the compound with 
other monsters that the government doesn’t 
know what to do with. At first she is repulsed 
but as the film goes on she learns to love them. 

“Through the journey of the film, Susan 
starts to value and appreciate the monster 
crew for the support that they give her - the 
love, the companionship, the understanding 
that they have of the situation,” Reese says. 

“She has come to terms with the fact that 
she can’t really go home again in the same 
way. She’ll never be just Susan Murphy from 
Modesto.

“At first that kind of depresses her, but then, 
through the help of the Monsters, she realises 
it’s a little awesome to be different. They all 
value each other for their qualities, and they 
kind of form this offbeat family.” 

The film’s powerful message about being an 
outsider was partly what drew Reese to the role. 

“I think it’s great that this movie has a mes¬ 
sage that no matter how weird you feel you def¬ 
initely have a place in this world and sometimes 
that can be your greatest benefit,” she says. 

However much she loved the script, being a 
giant superhero was tough for 5ft lin Reese, 
who had to channel all her efforts into sound¬ 
ing like she could take on an evil alien. 

“They kept on saying, 'Be more like Arnold 


Schwarznegger or Sylvester Stallone, say it in 
that tagline way - “I am Ginormica!”’ and I 
couldn’t do it, I sounded like a robot.” 

Reese also reveals that her two children - 
Ava, nine, and Deacon, five (both from her 
marriage to Cruel Intentions co-star Ryan 
Phillippe, whom she divorced in 2006) - are 
huge fans of the film and both had insightful 
interpretations of its deeper meaning. 

“I was driving them home from the theatre 
and I said to my kids, ‘So what do you guys 
think is the message of the movie?’ And my 
daughter very thoughtfully said, ‘I think it’s a 
movie about never letting someone underesti¬ 
mate you and always living up to your true 
potential’. I said ‘You’re so astute Ava, yes 
that’s exactly what it’s about’.

You say high council 
tax gives poor value 

NEARLY 90 per cent of UK residents 
are unhappy with the services they 
receive in exchange for council tax, a 
new survey has revealed. 

The poll of 4,800 homeowners and pri¬ 
vate tenants shows a third of people 
describing their local council as out of 
touch. 

Eighty-six per cent of people oppose a 
revaluation of council tax bands. 

Only seven per cent of respondents to 
the survey, by propertyfinder.com, 
expressed satisfaction with their local 
council and said they did not mind pay¬ 
ing the tax. 

“The average council tax has risen 74 
per cent over the past ten years, while 
inflation has risen just under 20 per 
cent, but for many, services haven’t 
improved,” said Charles Wasdell, head of 
research at propertyfinder.com. 

“Despite massive rises in council tax, 
people overwhelmingly feel they get poor¬ 
er value for money from local council.” 

Rental market value 
is back on the move 

THE rental market has begun to show 
signs of recovery over the past three 
months, according to the findaproperty 
rental index. 

The research shows the trend of falling 
asking prices and rising stock has 
slowed in the last quarter, with rental 
prices falling just -0.4 per cent in March, 
the lowest fall for six months. 

Supply also slowed, with stock rising 
1.9 per cent, the lowest monthly increase 
since September 2008, and well below the 
12 per cent high seen in other months. 

Average rents for March were £827 
pcm, compared with £830 pcm in 
February, with tenant activity reducing 
the average time a property is on the 
market by five days over the month. 

Andrew Smith, head of research, said: 
“The UK rental market over the past year 
has been a story of rising supply levels 
outstripping tenant demand, which in 
turn has led to falling rental asking 
prices.” 


How mortgage arrears 
make tenants homeless

FOUR housing charities have 
launched a campaign to stop ten¬ 
ants being kicked on to the streets 
because their landlord has default¬ 
ed on mortgage payments. 

Shelter, Citizens Advice, Crisis and the 
Chartered Institute of Housing, have teamed up 
to help the growing number of private tenants 
facing eviction through no fault of their own. 

The organisations are calling for a change in 
the law to allow courts the power to defer 
repossessions to allow tenants to find other 
suitable accommodation. 

Currently most private tenants have no 
legal rights, which means they can lose their 
home without notice. 

The housing charities say they have heard of 
cases where tenants’ belongings have been put 
out on the street and the locks have been 
changed. 

Shelter chief executive Adam Sampson said: 
“Shelter has seen a steep rise in the number of 
tenants who have kept their side of the bar¬ 
gain by paying their rent, but who are being 
thrown out on to the street because their land¬ 
lords have defaulted on the mortgage and the 
house has been repossessed. 

“With more and more landlords struggling 
with mortgage arrears and tenants facing 
repossession, the Government must allow the 
courts to defer possession dates so that ten¬ 
ants can find other suitable accommodation.” 

Members of the joint campaign are calling 
for the law to be changed to give courts the dis¬ 
cretion to take into account the circumstances 
of sitting tenants where an outright possession 
order is granted, and defer possession for a 
limited period of time. 

The charities have written to MPs urging 
them to sign an Early Day Motion, calling for 
changes to the law. 

They estimate thousands of tenants in the 
private rented sector could be at risk of losing 
their homes in this way.

DOWNSIZING could open up new 
sales for the Mercedes-Benz A- 
Class after a midlife makeover. 

Part of the problem before was the current 
A-Class - launched in 2005 - being pigeon¬ 
holed with junior models from BMW 1-Series 
and Audi A3, while unable to match the driving 
appeal and cachet of these sporting hatchbacks. 

On the other hand, it can look expensive (from 
£14,000) against mainstream small MPVs, yet 
the Merc is really in a ‘class’ of its own - a 
clever three or five-door holdall for buyers 
aiming to downsize, but keep a posh badge. 

In a driving context it also delivers more 
than most small MPV rivals without a signifi¬ 
cant ride penalty. 

The steering can lack feedback, but the A-

Irish's top tips could 
make the difference 



PEOPLE MATTER: Trish Fraser, of Quality South East, says that training and development of workers remains crucial

TRAINING and development have 
shot to the forefront of business 
agendas as bosses realise that 
looking after their staff can help 
fight tough trading conditions. 

With redundancies taking their toll, employ¬ 
ers want to boost the morale and motivation of 
those still in work and training for the future 
is a key way of doing that. 

Trish Fraser, managing director of Quality 
South East, the Investors in People centre for 
Kent, said: “Although it is generally accepted 
that staff development pays for itself in the 
long run, most companies are thinking about 
the short term at the moment. 

“Making the case for investing in staff devel¬ 
opment has become more difficult in the past 
year as many organisations are focusing on 
efficiency and cost-cutting. 

“However, those companies that look after 
their staff are much more likely to survive the 
recession.” 

Her top tips to help companies think about 
how they can develop their staff cost-effective¬ 
ly are: 

• Prioritise training needs. Instead of cutting 
the budget on all training, think about what is 
essential for the organisation’s development 
and which is desirable. 

• Training does not have to be conducted by a 
specialist provider. People within an organisa¬ 
tion that have received training are often very 
well equipped to deliver it and share best prac¬ 
tice, which is also an empowering experience 
for employees. 

• Development does not just mean training. 
Think about employees’ roles and how their 
skills can be broadened through learning on 
the job. 

• Allow employees flexible hours to pursue 
their own interests or to volunteer. Both can 


lead to ongoing development, as well as help¬ 
ing staff to feel appreciated, without a cost to 
the employer. 

• Following major reorganisations, many peo¬ 
ple are being asked to cover new and expand¬ 
ed roles, but it is important that employees do 
not feel new responsibilities are being forced 
on them. Helping staff to feel motivated to test 
themselves will maintain productivity. 

• Managers must help employees get to grips 
with new situations and challenges they are 
facing. Low morale and a lack of skills will ulti¬ 
mately impact the bottom line in so many 


ways, both in the long and in the short term. 

• Look at subsidised courses. Government 
grants are available and it is worth investigat¬ 
ing the help that is out there. 

• Online courses, whether bought in or devel¬ 
oped in-house, can be very cost-effective. 
Employees can work at a time to suit them 
and do not have to spend days out of the office. 

• Good communication is essential; encourage 
staff to talk to each other and share ideas. It 
may be that an employee has discovered an 
ingenious way of overcoming a problem that 
his or her colleagues are struggling with.

Cugley rues missed chances 
as visitors' experience tells 


FRUSTRATION was the order of 
the day for Folkestone Invicta, as 
they came close to an upset against 
Ryman South promotion con¬ 
tenders Kingstonian on Saturday.

WELCOME: European Rallycross back at Dover circuit 

European Rallycross 
returns at Lydden 
after 16-year wait 

THE waiting is almost over for Lydden Hill 
as they are set to host the opening round of 
the European Rallycross Championship 
this Easter weekend. 

The Dover circuit is set for a record crowd 
on the verge of 30,000 to flock to the ‘home 
of rallycross’ for the return of the champi¬ 
onship after a 16-year wait. 

The series, which is described as the 
rallycross version of the British Touring 
Car Championship, will see cars that can 
out accelerate a Formula One car, compete 
on the one-mile circuit. 

Hosting the biggest event in rallycross 
marks the rise of the circuit from the ashes. 

Lydden faced extinction in autumn 2008, 
until one of the sport’s most famous fami¬ 
lies - the Doran’s - stepped in. 

A figure in the region of £1 million has 
been pumped into the venue since the 
Doran’s have taken charge and the future 
looks bright for circuit. 

Passion 

Managing director Amy Doran said: “We 
have worked so hard to get what we have 
now. We didn’t take it on from a business 
point of view, it was more of a passion. 

“There has been a lot of blood, sweat and 
tears - it has not been easy, but since we 
have taken it over we have spent about a 
million pounds on improving it. Having the 
European event is a major positive.” 

Among some of the best rallycross drivers 
in the world battling for honours, Lydden 
will welcome Murray Walker to commentate 
on the action. 

He said: “I have so many happy memories 
of being at Lydden, in the days when the 
BBC featured rallycross in their 
Grandstand programmes that made the 
sport a viewing must, and Fm expecting 
both to relive and create some new ones.” 

As for who will take the chequered flag on 
Monday, the smart money would be on 14- 
time European champion Kenneth Hanson. 

However, after a successful winter, which 
included a win in the British Rallycross 
Champion, Liam Doran is expected to 
challenge for honours flying the flag for 
Great Britain.
